One of the bills introduced into 


the Arkansas House of Representa- 
tives with Governor Francis Cher- 
Gj[- 
1s 
blessing provides that 
the 


Welfare Department may levy a 
lien against any property owned 
by persons who accept stale "re- 
lief" money. 


While the proposal may sound 


harsh on first reading Governor 
Cherry points out: 


"The preservation ot an es- 


tate for relatives of recipients 
whom they refuse to support 
is ridiculous." 


vAs ytm study the governor's 
words you suddenly realize that 
the very existence of property 
rights in a household supported by 
charity funds is a fraud against 
all self-supporting people. 
Such 


property if left unattached by the 
slate must eventually pass to the 
"rollers' " heirs — so the effect, 
of the state program is to give 
money to people not personally on 
the welfare rolls but hiding behind 


b names of those who are. 
The governor's idea is to sweat 


down Arkansas' swollen relief rolls, 
separata the sheep from the wolves, 
and thus provide more money per 
family for the cases where need 
is genuine. 


On this welfare issue, of course, 


the newspapers and the public 
have no way of determining the 
size of the fraud — not while the 
welfare rolls are barred from in- 
spection. In the days of F. D. 
"ttioscvolt n federal prohibition for- 
bid slate governments from open- 
ing up Ihc welfare lists; however, 
Ihc federal acl has been repealed, 
the states are taking the wraps 
off their rolls — and pretty soon 
the Arkansas list will be available. 


The only known facts are that 


the stale's welfare rolls total 75,- 
DOO persons, of whom 57,000 arc in 
the old-age bracket; and the figures 
published by The Star on Hemp- 


>ad county last year check out 


on the average with the state to- 
tal. Hompstcad being an average 
county among the 75 on all other 
stalislics you would expect her to 
show around 1,000 for the welfare 
list — and thal's precisely what 
our report did show. Last fall the 
total case load in Hempstead county 
was running 969.

In his statement on the subject, 


President Truman put it on a quid 
pro quo basis. The American tiuv- 
unth Fleet would defend Formosa 
in return for which the Chinese Na- 
tionalists would coasu all sea and 
air operations against the main- 
land. However, he said that the 
future status ot Formosa must 
await the restoration of security 
in the Pacific, a peace settlement 
with Japan, or consideration by 
the United 
Nations. In a word, 


Chiang not only had his hands tied 
behind ills back, but he was left 
hanging in the air. 


The . eventual elimination of-For< 


mo.ia remained a central point oi 
the Marsholl-Acheson policy pur- 
sued by President Truman. It was 
because General

jectcd this policy that he was dls 
missed. In his letter to the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars (August 29 
1950) which so angered Preslden 
Truman, he said: 


"Formosa In the hands of such
